One summer's day, long ago, 
when ploughing in the prairie fields 
not far from where Lincoln had lived 
aa a boy and man, 1 heard a sound 
of buzzing in the air, and, looking 
up, I saw a faint cloud against, the 
clear sky. I knew instinctively that 
it was a swarm of bees, making 
their way toward the woods, and I at 
once began to follow them, throw- 
ing up clods of earth to stop their 
flight and bringing them down at 
last on a branch of a tree in the 
hedge, where they were at evening 
gathered into a hive and carried 
back to profitable industry. So this 
great Ploughman used the clods of 
earth, the homely, common things 
at his hand, incidents of the every- 
day, out-of-doors life, illustrations 
and parables from the fields, to bring 
the thoughts and purposes of his 
countrymen down to contentful co- 
operation again. 

When I hear one speak in criti- 
cism of his humor in times of crisis 
or calamity, I turn to Plato who 
makes Alcibiades say of Socrates: 
" You may imagine Brasidas and 
others to have been like Achilles, or 
you may imagine Nestor and Antenor 
to have been like Pericles, and the 
same may be laid of other famous 
men. Bttt of this strange being you 
will never be able to fiqd any likeness, 
however remote, either among men 
that now are or who have ever been. 
His talk is of pack beasts, 
and smiths and cobblers and curriers. 
But he who . . . sees what 
is within will find they are the only 
words which have a meaning in them 
aud also the most divine, abounding 
in fair images of virtue, and of the 
widest com prehension, or rather ex- 
tending to the whole duty of good and 
honorable men." 

The twenty-three centuries since 
Socrates do not furnish me with a 
better characterization of Lincoln. 
His image was as homely as that of 
Silenus or Socrates. His talk was 
<>f ploughs and boats and polecats 
and other prairie things. But those 
who looked inside this homely im- 
age found in him a likeness as of no 
other man, and in his words a mean- 
ing that was of widest and most en- 
nobling comprehension. And, as 
Crito said for all agts concerning 
Socrates, after the sun that was on 
tlu- hilltops when he took the poison 
had set, and darkness had come 
over Greece, " Of all the men of his 
time, he was the wisest and justest 
and best," so has the poet of that 
western democracy, Walt Whitman, 
given to all time this tribute to 
Lincoln, sung in the evening of the 
day of his martyrdom, at the time 
when the lilac bloomed and the 
great star early dropped in the 



western sky and the thrush sang, 
solitary: "The sweetest, wisest 
soul of all my days and lands." 

We ask ourselves whether he was 
the gift of democracy ; and we find 
ourselves answering that his peculiar 
excellence could have come of no 
other order of society. We ask 
ourselves anxiously whether demo- 
cracy has the unerring instinct to 
find such men to embody its pur- 
poses, or did it take him only for an 
average man ? We have no satisfy- 
ing answer, but what gives us hope 
in the new confusions are problems, 
unknown in his day, is that the more 
clearly his disinterestedness, his 
magnanimity and humility are re- 
vealed, the wider and deeper is the 
feeling of admiration and love for 
his character, which assures us, 
after all, better than anything else, 
of the soundness and nobility of the 
ideals of our Republic. — John H.

Mr Kdward Kosewater, editor of 
the Omaha Bee, said he believed 
Lincoln got relaxation by his story- 
telling, and that the hearing of a 
good story gave him the mental rest 
that he so much needed during 
those brain-taxing days. These 
stories came out under the most try- 
ing circumstances and at the most 
solemn times. A striking instance 
of this was just after the Battle of 
Fredericksburg. ■ After the Union 
armies were defeated an official who 
had seen the battle hurried to Wash- 
ington. He reached there about 
midnight and went -directly to the 
White House. President Lincoln 
had not yet retired and the man was 
at once received. Lincoln had al- 
ready heard some reports of the 
battle. He was feeling very sad and 
rested his head upon his hands while 
the story was repeated to him. As 
the man saw his intense suffering he 
remarked: 

" I wish, Mr. President, that I 
might be a messenger of good news 
instead of bad. I wish I could tell 
you how to conquer or to get rid of 
those rebellious States." 

At this President Lincoln looked 
up and a smile came across his face 
as he said "That reminds me of 
two boys out in Illinois who took a 
short cut across an orchard. When 
they were in the middle of the field 
they saw a vicious dog bounding 
towards them One of the boys was 
sly enough to climb a tree, but the 
< r ran around the tree, the dog 
following. He kept running until, 
by making smaller circles than it was 
possible for his pursuer to make, he 
gained upon the dog sufficiently to 
grasp his tail He held on to the 
tail with a desperate grip until near- 
ly exhausted, when he called to the 
boy up ib 'he tree to came down and 
help. 

" ' What for?' said the boy. 

" ' I want you to help me let this 
dog go.' 

"Now," concluded President Lin- 
coln, " if I could only let the rebel 
States go it wofild be all right. But 
I am compelled to hold on to them 
and make them stay." 

Xlncoin'e Heal &>b)ect In Con- 
ouctlno tbeXfflnr 

The great Horace Oreeley was 
wont to criticize Lincoln's plan of 
conducting the war. He finally 
wanted to know "what were the 
purposes and aims of the * president , 
anyway?" The following is Lin- 
coln's reply, showing that his sole 
purpose was to save the Uuion at 
whatever cost : 

" If there be those who would not 
save the Union unless they could at 
the same time save slavery, I do not 
agree with them. If there be those 
who would not save the Union un- 
less they could at the same time 
stroy slavery, I do not agree with 
them. My paramount object is to 
save the Union, and not either to 
save or destroy slavery. I f I could 
save the Union without freeing any 
slave, I would do it. If I could 
save it by freeing all the slaves, I 
would do it, and if I could do it by 
freeing some and leaving others 
alone 1 would also do that. What 
I do about slavery and the colored 
race I do been use I believe it helps to 
save the Union. I shall do less 
whenever I shall believe that what 
1 am doing hurls the cause, and I 
shall do more whenever I believe do* 
<ing more will help the cause

General James B. Steedmau, famil- 
iarly known as " Old Chickamauga," 
relates the following : Some weeks 
after the disastrous Battle of Chick- 
amauga, while yet Chattanooga was 
in a state of siege, General Steedman 
was surprised one day to receive a 
telegram from Abraham Lincoln to 
come to Washington. Seeking out 
Thomas, he laid the telegram before 
him, and was instructed to set out at 
once. Repairing to the White House, 
he was warmly received by Mr. Lin- 
coln. Mr. Lincoln's first question 
was aburpt and to the point : 

" General Steedman, what is your 
opinion of General Rosecrans?" 

General * Steedman, hesitating a 
moment, said: " Mr President, I 
would rather not express my opinion 
of my supetior officer." 

Mr Lincoln said: " It is the man 
who does not want to express an 
opinion whose opinion I want. I 
am besieged on all sides with advice. 
Every day I get letters from army 
officers asking me to allow them to 
come to Washington to impart some 
valuable knowledge in their posses 
sion." 

" Well, Mr. President," said Gen- 
eral Steedman, " you are the Com- 
mander in chief of the army, and if 
you order me to speak I will do so." 

Mr. Lincoln: said; "Then I will 
order an opinion." 

General Steedman then answered : 
" Since you command me, Mr. Presi- 
dent, I will say General Rosecrans is 
a splendid man to command a vic- 
torious army." 

" But what kind of a man is he to 
command a defeated army ?" said 
Mr. Lincoln. 

General Steedman in reply said, 
cautiously: "I think there are two 
or three men in that army that 
would be better." 

Then, with his quaint humor, Mr 
Lincoln propounded this question: 
" Who, besides yourself, General 
Steedman, is there in that army who 
would make a better commander?" 

General Steedman said promptly: 
" General George H. Thomas." 

" I am glad to hear you say so," 
said Mr. Lincoln, "that is my own 
opinion exactly. But Mr. Stanton 
is against him, and it was only 
yesterday that a powerful New York 
delegation was here to protest 
against his appointment because he 
is from a rebel State and can not be 
trusted." 

Said General Steedman: "A 
man who will leave his own State 
[Thomas was a Virginian), his 
triends, all his associations, to fol- 
low the flag of his country, can be 
trusted in any position to which he 
may be called." That night the 
order went forth from Washington 
relieving General Rosecans of the 
command of the Army of the Cum- 
berland and appointing Thomas in 
his place.

The difference in what we call 
disposition, which exists between 
persons who have been deprived of 
sight and those set outside the 
world by deafness, has often been 
remaiked. The blind ate ordinari- 
ly cheerful, amiable, retaining a 
hold on the affections of others ; 
the deaf seem to grow morose, 
jealous and suspicious. Most of 
us would give the greater sympathy 
to the blind, since loss of of sight 
shots oft so many of the interests 
and possinilitiea of life which re- 
main to the deaf. Yet it is pro- 
bable that the isolation which 
comes through closed ears is after 
all the greatest trial. 

A writer in the Atlantic Monthly 
has a reasonable theory as to the 
cause of this change in mental atti- 
tude which has a scientific basis. 
Sound, like sight, informs the in- 
tellect ; it also, iu a greater degtee 
than sight, excites feelings and thus 
creates moods. A band, playing, 
»iiis no emotions unless we can 
hear the music. It might play 
"Dixie" or "The Dead March iu 
Saul," the one a trumpet call, the 
other a dirge that moistens the eyes, 
and those unable to hear wonld re- 
main totally unaffected. Tue deaf 
are cut off from the wcrld of sound 
and thus their feelings are unarons- 
ed, leaving a dead level of dullness 
which leads to depression. Once 
this is understood-* everybody likes 
to known causes — -we should be 
more patient with the deaf — and 
the deaf should be more patient 
under their affl otion. 

In France ami England there are 
thousands who have become blind 
and deaf iu the war. For them a 
new living basis must be arranged 
A new world must be created for 
them and thev must be largely 
their, own architects. It may be 
necessary to change an occupation, 
though if it is possible to continue 
in the old it is best to do so. The 
writer above referred to advise the 
deaf to earn money " for its tonic 
moral force," whether they need to 
do so or not; the pursuance of a 
hobby is also suggested, and the 
takiug up of games of competition 
like tennis and golf. The irrepar 
able disaster in deafness is loss of 
will — the courage to endeavor, and 
to find, in so far as possible, some 
recompense for the deprivation. 
With our countty also in war, we 
II have our greater number of 
blind and deaf, aud will have to 
learn the methods of developing 
dormant capacities that they may 
redeem themselves from unhappi- 
ness and gloom — Detroit 
per.

In this issue of the Dbaf- Mutes' 
Joubnai., the Ways and Means 
committee of tbe Edward Miner 
Oallaudet Memorial Fund, appoint- 
ed by President Patterson of the 
Gallaudet College ,'Alumni Associa- 
tion, comes forward with a definite 
announcement, the main points of 
which are : — 

1. The Memorial shall take the 

form of a building to be erected 
upon the College Grounds at 
Kendall Green, Washington, 
D. C. 

2. The amount to be secured is 

fixed at $50,000. 

3. Tbe alumni and alnmnae of 

Gallaudet are specially address- 
ed and asked to contribute. 

4. Liberty Loan Bonds, Thrift 

and War Stamps, will be ac- 
cepted. 

5. The educated deaf are cor- 

dially invited to make contri- 
butions. 
To put the matter plainly and 
briefly, the above five items includes 
everything necessary for the ordi- 
nary mind to note and remember. 

If we interpret aright the spirit 
and intention of the committee in 
charge, the appeal is presented 
primarily (and properly) to those 
who have received direct benefit 
from the college which Edward 
Miner Gallaudet founded. 

Tbe small amount "of fifty dollars 
from every one of the nine hundred 
living persons'who have had direct 
benefit from the college will insure 
the speedy realization of the Me- 
morial Hall. And tbe committee 
pertinently and truthfully adds : " A 
year's stay at tbe College ia worth 
many times more than that small 
sum." 

There is no way of forming even 
an approximate estimate of the value 
of • full course. Aside from tbe 
knowledge gained, the strength of 
character conferred, the noble ideals 
inculcated, the breadth of outlook 
bestowed, it has afforded oppor- 
tunities for advancement in the 
various lines in which tbey after- 
wards engaged and created within- 
them tbe power to lead lives of 
honor, usefulness and happiness. 
There is not a graduate of Gallaudet 
College who can not afford to con- 
tribute twenty dollars a year for five 
years to give added honor to the 
memory of the man who did such a 
mighty work for the uplift of all 
the deaf. 

The Ohio Branch of tbe Gallaudet 
Alumni has pledges and cash footing 
over five hundred dollars. That is 
good as a starter. 

Tbe Metropolitan Branch, right 
here in New York, ought to beat 
Ohio, and we believe will do so. 

Let there be a healthy and friend- 
ly rivalry between the Alumni 
Branches, and let the wise Owls 
make a record — being given sepa 
rate credit in the Branches to which 
they belong. The Co-ed graduates, 
in these days of suffrage, should add 
considerable strength to the move-

Eleven years ago, on February 5 th, 
the 70th birthday anniversary of Dr. 
E. M. Gallaudet, the alumni of Gal- 
laudet College wishing to show their 
gratitude to the Founder of their 
Alma Mater, established the Edward 
Miner Gallaudet Fund. A fitting 
testimonial informing him of the in- 
ception and purpose of the Fund was 
presented to Dr. Gallaudet on that 
date. The plan was to use the Fund 
in any way that would most likely 
please Dr. Gallaudet.' During the 
past eleven years contributions have 
amounted to over $2,000, and of this 
sum one-half was used in the pur- 
chase of a large oil painting of Dr. 
Gallaudet, he and his family having 
expressed their approval of this por- 
trait. It now hangs in the chapel of 
the College. 

At the meeting of the Alumni As- 
sociation in Hartford last summer, it 
was voted to allow the committee 
who had charge of the Fund " to use 
the income for any purpose that, in 
their judgment, will benefit tbe Col- 
lege." Dr. Gallaudet's death follow- 
ed a few months later, and the Com- 
mittee at once decided that it was op- 
portune to take immediate steps to 
increase the Fund and to fix upon 
some definite object for its use. The 
idea suggested, when the Fund was 
originated, that a Memorial Hall be 
erected on Kendall Green, seemed to 
tbem most apptopriate They, 
therefore, voted to use tbe income 
towards tbe erection of what will be 
known as tbe Edward Miner Gal- 
laudet Memorial Hall, and also voted 
that it was their judgment that the 
principal should be used for the same 
purpose, 

A Ways and Means'Committee was 
appointed by Dr. Patterson, Presi- 
dent of the Alumni Association, and 
a circular letter describing the Fund 
and its object, with an appeal for its 
immediate increase was sent out to 
all graduates, former students, nor- 
mals and honoraries whose addresses 
could be obtained. Tentative plans 
of the Hall and a half-tone cut of 
Dr. Gallaudet were also sent with 
the letter. 

Such a Memorial Hall will greatly 
increase the accommodations of the 
College, and will bouse all the 
administrative offices, contain a large 
auditorium, a much needed library, 
class-rooms, bed rooms, and Alumni 
and Fraternity rooms. It will permit 
an attendance of at least 160 students, 
which is ample provision for many 
years to come, and such increase in 
usefulness of the College would be a 
great pleasure to Dr. Gallaudet were 
he still living. 

The sum of $50,000 has been set 
as the goal for the Fund, and it will 
be one of the largest undertakings 
ever proposed by the deaf. It may 
look like an impossible thing to ac- 
complish within a reasonable time, 
but it can and will be done, if all will 
put their shoulders to the wheel. 
There are now about 900 living per- 
sons who have received direct bene- 
fit from tbe College, and if each would 
contribute only $50 the Fund would 
be an accomplished fact within a 
short time. Many can and ought to 
give more. A year's stay at the 
College is worth many times more 
than that small sum, to say nothing 
of the indirect benefits from Dr. Gal- 
laudet's life work for the deaf. 

In order to help our country as 
much as possible during these war 
times, tbe Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has asked that all interested 
persons send in Liberty Bonds and 
War Savings Stamps to tbe Fund. 
Many have already purchased Bonds, 
and tbe Stamps are now on sale 
almost everywhere. By such means 
one can be patriotic and at the same 
time render fitting honor to" Dr. 
Gallaudet, who was one of the 
highest types of humanity God ever 
created." 

Contributions will gladly be receiv- 
ed from all persons who wish to honor 
Dr. Gallaudet in such a signal man- 
ner, and who wish to see the useful- 
ness of the College increased. Pledg- 
es for any sum for each year for the 
next five years will also be appreciat- 
ed. Write to the Ways and Means 
Committee, E. M. G. Fund, Gallau- 
det College, Washington, D. C, tt 
once, and send tbem a Liberty Bond, 
War Savings Stamps or a pledge. 
The addresses of a large number of 
graduates and former students could 
not be obtained, therefore, tbe Com- 
mittee takes this means of informing 
them of the move to erect the Me- 
morial. Quite a number of letters 
sent out were returned, through 
faulty addresses.

February 9, 1918 — Three chapel 
services this week and all out of 
the ordinary. Tuesday being the 
birthday anniversary of the late 
Edward M. Gallaudet, Principal 
Patterson paid homage to bis life 
and work for the deaf, in a fitting 
eulogy. Superintendent Jones also 
spoke in terms of praise ot the man 
whom he regarded as a teal friend 
and wise counselor. Nearly the 
entire household of the school at- 
tended the meeting. 

Wednesday morning the house- 
hold was again gat h tied in the 
Ohape! to listen to an address from 
Corporal Secord, of Canada, who 
had been " Over There," ami seen 
service with an ambulance division 
for two years, and heuce could speak 
by the card how the war is conduct- 
ed and tbe sufferings that must lie 
endured. He gave graphic portray- 
als of trench life, Imitles anil de- 
struction that the Huns ate causing 
by their heartless warfare. He 
spoke tin hour and a halt'. Super 
intendent Jones thanked him for 
his address and spoke on patriotism 
and the duly that fell upon every- 
one to help fill the " war cheat/' for 
I lie benefit of tbe hoys who ate over 
there, and those that will follow to 
sacrifice their lives for Democracy. 
At the opening "America" was 
rendered in concert by the whole 
school, followed by "Nearer, My 
God, to Thee," by one of the girl 
pupils, aud at the close Miss Sailer 
signed the " Star Spangled Banner," 
accompanied by Miss Berry at the 
piano and the choir of teachers. 

The chapel set vice yesterday 
morning was graced by the presence 
of Mr. and Mrs. George Fryer of 
China, who was born in that country, 
his patents being inissionar ies there- 
to. Mr. Fiyer is at the head of a 
school for blind there, and his wile 
was formerly a teacher in the School 
for Deaf at Berkeley, California. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Ftyei have been 
in this country since last June, hay- 
ing been commissioned to visit the 
schools for the blind and the deaf, 
to study methods of .their education 
with a view of raising the standard 
in China among these classes. 
Mr. Fryer's father was instrumental 
in establishing the blind school ovei 
which the son presides out of his 
own means, as the Government Is 
backward in expending money for 
such purposes. There arc many 
deaf children throughout the 
country and only otte school for 
them, having about forty pupils, 
and this is maintained through 

private aid. The religion of the 
Chinese people regards the rle 

being possessed of an evil spirit, 
anil beUOS they should be left 
alone, and even should not be 
allowed to mingle witli Others. It's 
rice for breakfast, dinner and 

supper, with the Chinese, with tea 

and vegetables, Mr Fryer said. 
He spoke of their customs and 
mariners. Airs. Fryer also spoke 
briefly. Asked in what language 
they taught theii pupils, Chin, 
English, Mr, Fryer stated the latter, 
and then wrote some characters on 
the blackboard to signify things. 
He also stated that in Chinese books, 
the reading begins at the back ol 
the book and not at the front, as 
ours do The addresses were great 
Iy enjoyed by all present.

She was educated 
at the school it is said, but we oata 
find no record of it. However, she 
was married to Samuel Jones, of 
Hallsville, Ross County, Ohio, who 
had attended the school from 1861 
to 1865, and was a farmer. He died 
twenty oi twenty five years ago. 
Mrs. Jones, later, through sickness, 
became totally blind. In October, 
1909, she was admitted to the Home. 
Despite her afflictions, she was 
ever cheerful, never making any 
complaints, and was esteemed by- 
all of the household. Strong was 
her faith in God, and to Hun she 
would ofteu pray when* she thought 
she was alone in her room, to re- 
store her sight. 

The funeral services were held 
Thursday afternoon at the Home 
aud were conducted by this writer. 
The remains were interred in the 
Home lot of the village cemetery. 
The Columbus Branch ot the 
Gallaudet College Alumni Associa 
lion belli a meeting, in the evening 
ol the 5th iust., orr the Library of 
the School. Most of the time was 
spent in talk and routine* mailers in 
regard to a memorial hall on Kendall 
Green, in memory of Dr. E. M.

For the first time in the history of 
the Institution, commemorative ex- 
ercises were belli iu the chapel, set- 
ting apart a day to do honor to the 
memory of theGallandets. Gallau- 
det Day is a new and appropriate 
date to Ire placed on our school cal- 
endar, and this was attested by the 
unanimous widespread accord and 
support given the move from the 
minute of announcement. 

The exercises took place in the 
afternoon of the 5th of February, 
the anniversary of Dr Edward M. 
Gallaudet, founder and late Kmeri 
lus Piesident of Gallaudet College, 
Washington, D C. 

In glowing word*, Principal Gar- 
dner, making the address, spoke as 
follows: —

Dr I nomas 11 pkins Gallaudet was both 
a teacher an- 1 a preacher Dr Thomas Gal- 
laudet. Iiisson, w«>a teacher here and then 
resigned Jrom the Institution and became a 
preacher, and the most eminent preacher 
among the Oeaf iu their history. 

Dr. Kdward M Gailamlet conceived the 
idea that ihe denf could and should receive 
the benefits of higher education, and In 
about IS64 he succeeded In getting from 
I ongress of the United states i lie establish- 
ment of a college for the deaf. 

There are several here with us Way to 
represent ihe college aud the work that 
was done by Gallaudet, and 1 shall let them 
do the explaining to you. 

There is a name that the deaf will never 
whether we have a "lay to honor 
Gallaudet or not, the name will persist. 

Now while we are in assembly, we will 
have an opportunity to hear from ihe 
Gallaudet students in their tun. And 
while I knew all the Gallaudets slight y - 
one or them very well Indeed -those who 
are here are In part, so far as their com (je- 
tton with the deaf is concerned, in construc- 
tion, products of K. M. Galtaudet's work. 

The Principal then announced 
Di. Fox, asbeingaGallandotiteand 
aide representative to speak. Dr. 
Fox briefly applauded the great 
work ol the first teacher of the deaf, 
Rev. Thomas H Gallaudet, and 
equally dwelt upon that of his two 
sons, Ihe Rev Thomas Gallaudet, 
who had once been a teacher of the 
Institution before being ordained to 
the ministry, and Dr. E. M. Gallau- 
det. 

Prof Jones, delivered an eulogy 
that was in a way also a retrospect 
wherein he recalled his college days 
and the very warm friendship 
between him and Dr. Gallaudet. 
lie ended his narratation iu citing 
the beautiful tributes spoken Iry Dr 
Gallaudet iu Hartford last summer 
to the deaf gathered about his 
automobile and to the Fanwood 
band and Cadets. Such words live 
always iu the hearts of the listeners. 

Mr E A Hodgson responded to a 
call for a brief address. 

In order, the other spokesmen and 
representatives were: Mr. Steven- 
son, Prof. Bjorree, Prof. lies and 
Miss Teegarden. The latter citing 
S te.niniscence of her college days 
when Dr. Gallaudet taught her the 
value of pioniptit tided was received 
with considerable acclaim. 

Just before dismissal, Principal 
Gardnei said: ' The time is up, but 
there is one idea that I have not 
seen represented here which I want 
to express, Dr. E. M. Gillaudet 
for so many years led that 
branch of the service which would 
not permit the entire abandonment 
of the siirn language, that many be 
lleve that he was a pure sign man. 
Thai is not true. He was the first 
man in the profession to suggest 
the use of otalism in the schools 
for the deaf. In our reinembrauce 
of him we should never lose sight 
of that fact."
